Cooking is the leading cause of fires in Minnesota, accounting for 60 percent of
all reported home structure fires. Leaving cooking unattended was a factor in
nearly one-third of reported cooking fires; and

Education and basic precautions will dramatically reduce the occurrence of
kitchen fires and related property damage and personal injury; and

To prevent kitchen fires, stovetop cooking should never be left unattended and
all flammable materials should be removed from the cooking area. Since most
children injured in the kitchen are burned by hot surfaces and spills, children
should be kept at least three feet from the stovetop; and

The Minnesota fire service is dedicated to reducing the occurrence of kitchen
fires and fire injuries through prevention and protection education.
